Several factors affect fire hazards 

- Oxygen concentration 

- Temperature 

- Pressure 

- Flow rate 

- Cleanliness level 

Assess at most severe conditions 

- Most extreme fire hazards addressed 
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Evaluate Ignition Mechanisms 
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Identify and rank ignition mechanisms that can cause 
fires 

Consider characteristic elements 
- Reference ASTM G-88, Manual 36 
Common ignition mechanisms include: 


Particle impact 
Heat of compression 
Flow friction 
Mechanical friction
